Private cash for 
public programs 


AYF seeks to aid youth services

The same private foundation 
designed to oversee funding for 
a youth center is now working 
on raising money to help “sus- 
tain” the town’s Andover Youth 
Services Department. 

Larry Larsen, president of the 
Andover Youth Foundation, said 
the group unanimously voted to 
throw its support toward the 
youth program. The town pro- 
gram has continued to expand, 
while its budget has not. 

“We were worried about the 
youth program,” Larsen said. 
“Unfortunately, the town hasn't 
funded it beyond the bare bones 
positions.” 

Members of the Youth Foun- 
dation, in addition to continuing 
efforts to accumulate the $5.5 
million needed for a youth cen- 
ter, wish to increase aid for town 
youth programs by raising an 
extra $40,000 annually for AYS, 
he said. 

“Our concern is that we see a 
program that we very much love, 
but it doesn’t do us any good to 
build a youth center if we don’t 
have the program,” Larsen 
added. 

AYS has a total of three full- 
time employees on its payroll 
who work to provide activities 
and programs for approximately 
6,000 kids each year. 

Aside from the money used 
for salaries for full- and part- 
time staff, AYS will receive 
about $20,700 in town funding 
to run youth programs this year. 

“The whole purpose of the 
Youth Foundation is to raise 
money for the youth center,” said 
Bill Fahey, director of Andover

Youth Services. “But with bud- 
get cuts affecting the whole 
town, we have to plan ahead. 
Ever since day one, 10 years 
ago, we’ve worked really hard to 
include as many kids as we 
could, and we don’t want to turn 
any of those kids away now 
while we wait for the budget sit- 
uation to get better.” 

AYF is scheduled to begin 
construction in June, under a 
contract it has with the town. 
The town and AYF has extended 
the contract before. So far, AYF 
has raised more than $3 million 
of the $5.5 million it needs. 

Larsen said AYF’s mission to 
foster more revenue for the 
Andover Youth Services Depart- 
ment will not hinder fund-raising 
efforts for the youth center, 
despite minutes from a previous 
selectmen’s meeting that stated 
“they have hit a plateau in 
fundraising.” 

Notes from the board’s Oct. 
25 session, as recorded by 
Selectman Mary Lyman, detail a

Fire chief says he 
might idle truck

Fire Chief Charles Murnane 
says he is considering temporar- 
ily shutting down a fire truck to 
help stay within his budget. 

As early as this winter, the 
pump truck at the new safety 
center at 32 North Main St. 
might be removed from service 
to save money, because the 
Andover Fire Department is 
spending so much money on 
overtime, Murnane said. What- 
ever action he takes to stay with- 
in his budget would be tempo- 
rary. 

Murnane said he believes if 
he does not do something now 
to save money, he could be 
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forced to shut down an entire 
station before the end of the 
budget year. But he also later 
said, “We are just looking at 
this. We are just exploring the 
options we have.” 

Murnane’s comments come 
as the town begins its budget- 
review process, and is forming 
its budget for next year. 

As in previous years, his 
department is spending more 
money on overtime than was 
budgeted. The Andover Fire 
Department has spent about 58 
percent of its overtime budget 
already, while it has used only 
38 percent of its regular-salary

Marketing God 


UCC churches aggressively using ads to attract members

A new commercial will be 
hitting television soon: Two 
bouncers with bulging biceps, 
tattoos and ear pieces stand 
behind a velvet rope, guarding 
an entrance. Large arms folded 
across their tight, black T-shirts, 
they look over the people wait- 
ing to get in, searching for the 
right type, the right look. One of 
the men opens the velvet rope to 
let someone in. Then he quickly 
latches it closed. 

“No, step aside, please... No 
way, not you,” says his partner, 
turning some people away, such 
as a gay couple holding hands 
and a man in a wheelchair. 

Only this is not an ad the 
hottest new nightclub, it’s an ad 
for a church. 

The United Church of Christ 
— which counts three Andover 
churches as members — plans to 
air the first of two commercials 
promoting the denomination on 
national television this month. 
The 30-second bits intend to 
strengthen UCC’s message that 
it promotes an all-inclusive 
church, as other churches are 
taking stronger stands on sub- 
jects such as gay marriage. It 
hopes to attract people who 
might feel ignored by other 
churches, inspire current mem- 
bers of the church and bring 
about church growth and

renewal, said two Andover min- 
isters involved in the UCC. 
“They are slick. It gets your 
attention,” said Jonathan Drury, 
youth minister at South Church. 
While religious promotions 
are no stranger to the airwaves, 
this is not the typical Mormon 
promotion, asking people to 
love their neighbor and call for 
a free Bible. After the bouncers’ 
scene, the screen fades to black 
and a message appears — “Jesus 


didn’t turn people away. Neither 
do we.” Next, a gathering of 
people depicts a cheery assort- 
ment of ethnicity. “No matter 
who you are, or where you are 
on life’s journey, you're wel- 
come here,” says the voice-over. 

Drury calls it a grassroots 
effort and a sign of the times. 
“This is the first attempt by the 
UCC to say, ‘This is who we 
are,”” he said. 

The United Church of Christ 


does not have the history of 
many other denominations. It is 
only about 50 years old. But 
according to Drury, and many 
people across the country work- 
ing to promote the national 
advertising campaign tagged 
“God is Still Speaking,” the 
time is right for the UCC’s mes- 
sage. Hence, a multi-million 
dollar national advertising cam- 
paign. 

Andover churches such as 
South Church, West Parish 
Church and Ballardvale United 
Church will be doing their part 
to promote the campaign. Large 
red-and-black banners will hang 
outside the churches that say 
“God is Still Speaking,” and 
quote Gracie Allen with the 
phrase, “Never place a period 
where God has placed a 
comma.” 

“It’s all about branding,” said 
Tom McMillan, senior pastor at 
West Parish. “‘Come and try us’ 
is the message we want to get 
out. I think the No. | goal is 
name recognition and a stronger 
sense of our identity. And then, 
that it is open. Many people 
have felt excluded by organized 
religion.” 

It is not the first time 
Andover churches have opted to 
catch the public’s attention 
through advertising. A large

As nurses doled out flu shots 
to Andover’s “high risk” resi- 
dents this week, it became obvi- 
ous the town would have hun- 
dreds of doses left over. Town 
health officials believe they 
might be able to offer these 
shots to residents aged 65 to 75 
soon. But it will be up to the 
state to decide. 

“Right now the Department 
of Public Health is trying to 
assess if the state has taken care 
of all the high-risk people 
before offering vaccine to oth- 
ers,” said Andover Health 
Director Everett Penney. “We're 
hoping the state health commis- 
sioner will announce this week 
that the vaccine will be avail- 
able to a broader range of resi- 
dents.” 


The new course of action 
would prompt the town to 
quickly organize another flu- 
shot clinic within the first two 
weeks of December to ensure 
ample protection before flu sea- 
son begins. 

Volunteer health workers at 
the town’s free flu clinics on 
Nov. 23 and 29 administered 
about 500 shots, leaving the 
town with more than 600 
unused doses. Andover received 
a total of 1,120 flu-vaccine 
shots from the state. 

“There’s still a whole cohort 
of people between 60 and 75 
that can’t get the vaccine 
because of state restrictions,” 
Penney said. “Those people are 
usually the biggest group to 
take advantage of the clinic.”

Official: ‘No need to worry’ 


Town health workers still inspecting grocery store daily

Town health officials are con 
tinuing daily inspections of food 
preparation areas at the Market 
Basket in Shawsheen Plaza ever 
since a deli worker was diag 
nosed with hepatitis A last Fri- 
day, Nov. 26. There is no risk 
that customers could contract the 
disease, say health officials. 

“We're inspecting the facility 
on a daily basis for the next few 
weeks just to be sure sanitary 
procedures are in place,” said 
Everett Penney, public health 
director. “People don’t need to 
worry. We’ve carefully looked 
over the sanitation conditions 
and everything is in order.” 

Penny said the worker who 
had been infected with the conta- 
gious viral disease which causes 
swelling of the liver, will not be 
able to return to work until a 
series of medical tests proves the 
illness has cleared. 

It can take 50 days before 
developing symptoms from 
exposure to hepatitis A, accord- 
ing to the state Department of 
Public Health. Symptoms are 
dependent upon age. Adults and 
teens can develop fever, fatigue, 
loss of appetite, nausea and jaun- 
dice. Young children seldom get 
jaundice, but can experience 
mild flu-like symptoms, an upset 
stomach, or no symptoms at all. 

Hepatitis A usually lasts one 
to two weeks. There is no treat- 
ment for the disease, and the 
DPH reports that most people do 
not need any. In rare instances, 
some adults can feel sick for up 
to a few months. 


Nine other deli workers at the 
grocery store received immune 
globulin shots immediately after 
health officials were made aware 
of the virus. The IG injections do 
not make a person immune to 
Hepatitis A, said Nicole St 
Peter, director of public affairs 
for DPH. But the shots can par- 
tially protect against the virus fot 
three to five months, and make 
symptoms milder 

“People that get immune 
globulin can still contract the 
disease and spread it to others,” 
St. Peter said. “But in the case of 
the Market Basket worker, the 
(town) Board of Health found 
that the worker practiced the 
proper food-handling procedures 
so they weren't worried that the 
virus would be passed on to con- 
sumers.” 


According to Penney,

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coworkers received IG shots 
because of potential risk factors 
such as sharing drinking cups, 
food utensils and restroom facil- 
ities. But complete health checks 
proved that all employees, 
including the infected worker, 
had adhered to strict sanitation 
policies such as washing hands 
following visits to the restroom 
and wearing gloves while han- 
dling food. 

“Shedding the virus is a factor 
in whether or not you notify the 
public,” Penney said. “This 
worker didn’t have any symp- 
toms of shedding, like vomiting 
or diarrhea, only mild symptoms 
of nausea and stomach pain.” 

The infected worker was 
diagnosed with the disease after 
receiving a blood test. Doctors 
are required to report cases of 
hepatitis A by law because the 
illness can be easily spread to 
other people. 

The virus is most commonly 
spread when people do not wash 
their hands after using a toilet, or 
by changing a diaper or soiled 
sheets, and then touching the 
mouth. The disease usually 
spreads from person to person 
by handling food or touching 
others with contaminated hands. 

The Department of Public 
Health indicates the high-risk 
window for transmitting the dis- 
ease is during two weeks prior to 
showing symptoms. Most peo- 
ple are no longer contagious one 
week after symptoms begin. 
Unlike other hepatitis viruses, 
hepatitis A is usually not spread 
by blood. 
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Residents deemed at risk by the state were allowed to get free flu-vaccine shots at two Andover 
Health Department clinics during the last week. Andover health officials had more than 600 
shots left over after the clinics and believe these shots might be made available to residents 


aged 65 to 75.

After half of the country’s 
flu-vaccine supply was jeopar- 
dized from contamination, 
Massachusetts tightened it’s 
requirements for vaccine eligi- 
bility. This excluded a large 
number of senior citizens — 
those under 75 — and forced oth- 
ers to bring a doctor’s note to 
receive a shot. 

Now, with the extra doses on 
hand, town health officials are 
anticipating the state Depart- 
ment of Public Health will 
agree to follow the Centers for 
Disease Control’s standards, 
which will allow anyone 65 and 
older to receive flu shots. 
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Turnout less than usual 

The first clinic, held at the 
Andover High School Field 
House last week, attracted the 
largest group of vaccine recipi- 
ents. 

Assistant Health Director 
Joanne Martel directed the 
smooth flow of foot traffic from 
about 360 residents — many 
under 75 carrying a doctor’s 
note. 

“We expected the first day 
would be packed with people 
who were afraid there wouldn’t 
be enough vaccine,” said Mar- 
tel. “There was a line around the 
building when we first arrived, 
but it tapered off quite a bit. It’s 
usually not this quiet.” 
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Martel also attributed the 
smailer turnout to tougher eligi- 
bility requirements. 

Waiting for his turn at one of 
the eight vaccine stations, 65- 
year-old Frank Gioia came pre- 
pared with a letter signed from 
his physician. 

Gioia said an artificial valve 
in his heart placed him on the 
high-risk list. 

“I’ve been getting the shot 
every year since 1997,” said the 
Andover native, who was con- 
cerned about the initial vaccine 
shortage. “I was glad to hear 
more shots would be available.” 

Despite earlier reports of a 
thin vaccine supply, Jim and 
Peggy Keck, both over 75, said 
they were not panicked by the 
news. 

“I’ve never had the flu,” said 
Peggy Keck, adding that she 
and her husband line up for the 
shot each year. “I do think it’s a 
smart way to safeguard against 
the virus. We just hoped that the 
town would be able to get 
enough vaccine out to the peo- 
ple who needed it most.”

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Smaller building for cemetery?

Some town officials have 
resubmitted a plan to construct 
the building at Spring Grove 


Cemetery, four months altel 
they withdrew a proposal for a 
larger structure at the site 
because of neighbors’ worries 
over trucks and a garage pollut- 
ng the serenity of the grave 
yard 

But this plan is for a tempo 


rary garage to be used only until 
the town can buy up enough 
homes and properties around 
Buxton Court to knock the 
houses down and build the yard 
Plant and Facilities Director 
Joseph Piantedosi said Andover 
needs 

Neighbors living near Buxton 
Court said they don’t 
lose their homes and see dimin- 
ished property values because of 
a yard for fixing trucks and stor 
ing sand. They plan to oppose 
the town’s offers 


want to 


Piantedosi resubmitted his 


plans for Spring Grove as part of 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezyns- 
ki’s capital improvement plan 
now being considered by select- 
men. Piantedosi said the yard at 
Buxton Court is overcrowded 
and he needs this structure at the 
cemetery as a short-term solu- 
tion 

“Tm looking at something 
substantially smaller than what | 
had proposed this spring and in 
a different location to try and 
stay away from the immediate 
area the abutters cared so 
strongly about,” Piantedosi said. 
“The location hasn’t been 
defined yet, but it will be out of 
sight to the greatest extent possi- 
ble to abutters.” 

Piantedosi’s original plan 
was to build a $150,000, five- 
bay steel garage at the cemetery. 
The smaller garage would cost 
$75,000. The proposal would 
need further approval from 
selectmen and adoption at Town 
Meeting in the spring. 


Piantedosi said the building 
would be about the size of a 
two-car garage and sit in the 
back of the cemetery in a loca 


| 


tion that would appease neigh- | 


bors. 
One of those abutters, Joseph 


Madden of Porter Road, said | 


there is no place in the cemetery 
that is appropriate for such a 
facility. 

“It is the one hallowed 
ground the town has,” Madden 
said. “I just feel we shouldn’t 
even be talking about this. In my 
mind, you don’t go put extrava- 
gant maintenance functions in a 
town this large in a tiny plot 
called Spring Grove Cemetery, 
which over time will be filled 
with plots.” 

The abutters and trustees said 


in addition to their disapproval | 
of the changes, they are frustrat- | 
ed that they were not initially | 


notified of the possibility. They 


said it was hidden in the 119- | 


page capital improvement plan.

meeting with five teens from the 
Andover Youth Council who 
came to establish four goals, 
including generating more fund- 
ing for the center’s completion. 

Lyman said no one from the 
Andover Youth Foundation was 
present at the meeting. 

Both Larsen and Fahey said 
the message presented by the 
youth was misinterpreted, and 
efforts to continue the building 
project should not be stalled. 

“T haven’t heard anything 
about that meeting,” Larsen said. 
“Earlier on, we had told select- 


men what we had reached and 
what we suspected it would cost 
and that we'd be pressing on.” 

Fahey, who was present dur- 
ing the meeting, said the teens 
talked about different issues 
affecting AYS, but never men- 
tioned hitting a plateau in raising 
funds for the youth center. 

The Youth Foundation cur- 
rently has more than $3 million 
earmarked for breaking ground 
behind the West Andover Fire 
Station near Greenwood Road. 
While the remaining balance for 
the building project requires 
another $2.5 million, Larsen pre- 
dicts the Andover Youth Foun- 


dation’s new mission will not | 


detract from its original goal. 
The AYF president said he 

continues to remain optimistic 

about the future and hopes its 


proposal will help rekindle spirit | 


for building a new center. 

“The Andover Youth Services 
is an outstanding program for 
kids in town and we’re going to 
raise the money to sustain it 
somehow,” Larsen said. “Our 


initial plan was to support the | 


town’s youth programs after the 
center was built, but the current 
issue is, We have to support what 
we already have and we cannot 
let that be compromised.”

billboard that was clearly visible to Interstate 495 
drivers was part of a $30,000 campaign by the 
New England Bible Church. “Got Purpose?” 
read the sign, imitating the Got Milk? campaign. 

“We just found that it consistently caught peo- 
ple’s eyes,” said Tyler Thompson, youth pastor 
for the New England Bible Church. “I think part 
of it is, we are in a culture that is driven by adver- 
tising.” 

The billboard was displayed when the church 
took part in the international 40 Days of Purpose 
campaign. 

“People naturally come to church to find what 
the deeper purpose of their life is,’ Thompson 
said, 

It didn’t hurt to let them know exactly where 
the church is located. According to Thompson, 
the church’s Web site activity soared when the 
sign went up. “It did make us wonder if we 
should start doing more billboards,” he said. 

Currently, there is not a plan for a new bill- 
board. 

And, the way the UCC literature puts it, reli- 
gious advertising dates back to the dawn of 
Christianity. The Lord himself may have been the 
ultimate advertising guru of his time, it says. 

“Jesus was in the advertising business. He had 
the ultimate product — God’s salvation — and used 
all of his creative skills to spread the word. Jesus 
taught in synagogues, spoke in parables, walked 
on water, healed the sick and even raised the 
dead. Why? Not to bring glory to himself, but to 
point to his main product: God’s redemptive love. 
Jesus was a walking, talking, living, breathing 
commercial for the advent of God’s reign,” says 
one of the campaign pamphlets. 


According to Drury and McMillan, UCC 
churches pride themselves on tolerance and 
acceptance of all people, and are constantly 
working on becoming more welcoming. The 
church does recognize gay marriage, but the pas- 
tors say that is only one example of their open- 
mindedness and acceptance. 

Both pastors say they cannot predict how 
affective the advertising campaign will be. 

“It’s hard to know what the response will be,” 
said Drury. 

But all the same, some response is expected. 
“It’s amazing what you can get out in 25 seconds, 
how much information you can convey,” said 
McMillan. 

While television might pay dividends, almost 
every religious facility in town advertises itself 
through a Web site. Thompson, at New England 
Bible Church, said his church just redesigned its 
Web site and plans to do it again next year. 

Thompson said most new parishioners come 
to the church through referrals. But the second 
most common way for new parishioners to find 
his church is through its Web site. Two or three 
years ago, people used to find the church through 
phone books, he said. Now, the Internet is a more 
popular way of finding a new church. He said 
New England Bible Church will continue adver- 
tising in the phone book for a few more years. 
“But we are certainly moving forward with tech- 
nology,” he said. 

Drury, at South Church, said there was a time 
when word-of-mouth was enough advertising. 
Well, that and a tall steeple visible over the tree 
limbs. 

“How do you plug into this century?” Drury 
asks. “I think it is a sign of the times. People real- 
ize the steeple doesn’t cut it any more.”

Red Spring Road r

Residents had something to be 
thankful for in the days before Thanks- 
giving — a mid-sized town project com- 
pleted on time and under budget. 

About a week before Thanksgiving, 
the Red Spring Road retaining wall 
project was completed and the road 
reopened. 

At the 2003 Town Meeting, resi- 
dents approved $400,000 for a new 
wall to replace the 80-year-old retain- 


The final figures are not in yet, but 
Brian Moore, town engineer, said he 
expects the total bill to be around 
$375,000. 

The wall runs about 200 feet along 
Red Spring Road, between Cuba Street 
and Shawsheen Road, keeping the road 
intact and from falling into the Shaw- 
sheen River. 

During the summer, workers from 
lfasco Construction began removing 
the old retaining wall that supported 
Red Spring Road for years. 

The new wall is made out of precast 
concrete. Pieces of wall were shipped 
to Andover and the wall was assembled. ————_ 
with them. Petkus said putting the wall 
together was similar to building some- 
thing out of Lincoln Logs, but on a 
much larger scale.

Decades ago, the old retaining wall 
on Red Spring Road collapsed, taking 
part of the street with it. Several repairs 
and touch up jobs allowed the wall to 
support the road longer, but Petkus had 
pointed out the former wall’s problems 
were visually obvious. The buckling, 
old, masonry wall was supposed to be 
vertical or even tapered back from the 
road, but it actually leaned the opposite 
way. 

“The way the old wall was sliding 
and deteriorating, it eventually would 
have toppled over, and the road would 
have needed to be closed,” said Moore. 

During the replacement project, 500 
feet of pavement was closed off tem- 
porarily as workers dug out the crum- 
bling wall and prepared to put in a new 
wall. When the project was approved by 
Town Meeting, officials had said they 
would try to allow cars to travel on at 
least half of the road during construc- 
tion, but they were forced to go with the 
back-up plan: a detour down narrow 
Cuba Street, a narrow residential street 
that runs parallel to the well-traveled 
Red Spring Road 

Normally, Cuba Street allows traffic 
to enter only from one end. Now, Cuba 
Street is once again closed to two-way 
traffic.

budget. 


Overtime costs 

Murnane said the problem is 
that he does not think his 
$800,000 overtime budget will 
be sufficient to finish this year, 
given that he has already spent 
about 58 percent of it. 

He said during the first quar- 
ter of the fiscal year at least six 
firefighters were out of work for 
two weeks or longer. 

“If somebody calls in, we 
have to fill on time-and-a -half 
(pay) or we have to run short,” 
he said. 

He said firefighters are not 
pleased with the solutions he is 
considering, including not fill- 
ing such shifts. “They are frus- 
trated. They know there is no 
money in the town,” said Mur- 
nane. “It’s better to plan now

SECRET MEETING COMPLAINT 


State finds little problem with meeting 


| By Andrea Gregory 


An investigation of the town’s compliance with 
the Open Meeting Law revealed a minor violation 
that the town manager calls an oversight. 

On Sept. 27, selectmen, School Committee and 
Finance Committee members met behind closed 
doors for approximately 90 minutes. 

Several residents waited in the hallway on the 
third floor of Town Offices while the tri-board 
executive session took place. Andover resident 
Tom Deso was one of the residents who waited for 
officials to open their discussion to the public. He 
filed a complaint with the District Attorney 
Jonathan Blodgett on Oct. 9. 

Deso’s letter noted that the selectmen’s agenda 
stated the executive session was to discuss '‘‘con- 


| tract negotiations.” But two officials were quoted 


in a Townsman article saying the talk centered 
around making money available for contract set- 
tlements, not negotiations. 

“The Open Meeting Law does allow govern- 
mental bodies to use executive session to discuss 
strategy with respect to collective bargaining. The 
stated purpose of the executive session was for 
‘contract negotiations’ and not strategy with 
respect to collective bargaining. There is a differ- 
ence between the aforementioned purposes and 
the stated purpose may not have been accurate, 
however, discussion of contract strategy is a prop- 


er purpose and a violation of this nature, the slight 
| misnaming of a valid purpose, would be consid- 


ered minimis,” wrote Thomas Donovan, special 
ina 


| response to the investigation. 


“It was just an oversight. It was one of those 
things we learned,” said Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski, 

“That’s why I filed the complaint, the stated 
purpose,” said Deso. 

Deso said he does not regret asking for an 
investigation and would not hesitate to do it again. 

In the last election, Deso ran for School Com- 
mittee. He said part of the reason he ran was 
because there appeared to be too much secrecy in 
town government. Although he said he is not plan- 
ning to run again in the next election, he believes 
the reasons he wanted to get involved are still 
valid concerns. 

“That was one of my big issues: communica- 
“| think the com- 
mittees have made progress, and that is really all I 
hope for.” 

Deso said filing a complaint such as the one he 


did should send a message to officials. 

However, the town manager said he wasn’t so 
sure what that message was. 

“He (Deso) did what he did. We responded, 
and the district attomney’s response stands on its 
own,” said Stapezynski. 

Each board received a copy of Deso’s com- 
plaint and was given the opportunity to respond. 
Stapezynski responded to the allegations on behalf 
of the boards. 

“The records indicate the focus of the executive 
session was the ability of the town to meet the 
demands of its bargaining units. It was believed 
that a comprehensive understanding of the fiscal 
position of the town by all three boards was essen- 
tial. The discussion, as reflected by the minutes of 
the meeting, could appropriately be regarded as 
contract strategy,” wrote Donovan. 

Donovan said it takes a written request such as 
the one Deso submitted to start an investigation. 
He said the district attorney’s office investigated 
about 23 complaints in 2003.

Murnane could not say how 
much more money he thought 
he would need or how much any 
of the alternatives he is consid- 
ering would save. 

Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski said residents 
should not be concerned that 
any of Murnane’s cost-cutting 
ideas will take effect immediate- 
ly. Stapezynski said he views the 
ideas, such as mothballing a fire 
truck, as the chief taking a 
proactive approach to monitor- 
ing his budget. 

“He understands he only has 
so much money, and he has to 
live within his budget,” said 
Stapezynski. “I’m glad he is 
looking at his budget.” 

Stapczynski and Murnane 
both say there is a cycle to the 
department’s overtime usage. 
More overtime is gobbled dur- 
ing the summer and fall, less in 
the winter, because more people 


take vacations during the 
warmer months. 

Murnane said his ideas 
should not surprise officials 
since he told them last year he 
would have problems running 
the same services within his 
budget. 

“Tl let (the town manager) 
know what we are going to do, 
but it absolutely shouldn’t come 
as a surprise,” said Murnane. “T 
have been told there is no 
money, and you know what? I 
take them at their word. I would 
hope they take me seriously. I’m 
a department head.” 

The budget review process 
starts this month. Stapczynski 
will be looking at this year’s 
expenses in all departments and 
planning the budget for next 
year. His new budget will be out 
in early February. 

During the summer, town 
money was transferred between 
departments without Town 
Meeting consent for the first 
time. Under a new state law (Ch. 


46 of the Acts of 2003 the so- 
called “municipal relief pack- 
age”) towns can transfer surplus 
funds from one department to 
another to help balance their 
books at the end of a fiscal year. 
The law is temporary. It went 
into affect for fiscal year 2003 
and will allow towns to transfer 
money through this year, fiscal 
year 2005. 

Last year Andover used the 
law to transfer $70,000 from 
public works, $35,000 from 
plant and facilities and $17,000 
from general government to the 
fire department. Other transfers 
were $85,000 from highway 
expenses to highway personal 
services which aided the payroll 
for snow removal, $150,000 
from debt services to health 
insurance, and $88,268 from 
debt services to the worker com- 
pensation fund. 

Stapczynski said it was too 
early to say if the town would 
use this option again at the end 
of this fiscal year.

Marasco: Pastor is supporting Church teachings 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am responding to Gerry and 
Mary Jo Gustus’ letter last week 
in the Andover Townsman. 


| Gerry Gustus is sadly in the 


habit of writing nonsense. I 
expected his often mean-spirit- 
ed letters about me during the 
election, ignoring them as typi- 
cal Democrat tactics sanctioned 


| by Barbara L’Italien, but this 


time he’s gone too far. The elec- 
tion is over; and yet this is all 
too reminiscent of the inability 
of liberal Democrats to defend 
what they believe. It’s all pre- 
dictable and tiresome. 

Let me start with the truth. 
Contrary to the Gustuses’ recol- 
lections, I did not hand out a

The basic 
profile listed my positions as 
well as those of his candidate, 
L’Italien, and was previously 
published in our Catholic paper 
The Pilot. No one was singled 
out; no one was endorsed; our 
views were listed side by side 
for parishioners to exercise their 
own judgments. L’Italien had 
many “no responses,” which 1s a 
tactic of its own. During the 
election and outside of the 
Church, I publicly opposed L’I- 
talien’s support of gay marriage 
and higher taxes. If that race 
caused more people within and 
outside of the Church to consid- 
er all the views of those who 


seek public office, it did on its 
own. 

I held back my public com- 
ment on this issue for two rea- 
sons: |) this isn’t about me, 
either as a former candidate or 
as someone who sings in the 
choir, and 2) resolution of this 
matter is best exhausted through 
the Church hierarchy and not 
through the media. The failure 
of the Gustuses to distinguish 
between my singing in a group 
from the choir loft in the back of 
the Church and L Italien’s lead- 
ing the congregation from the 
alter does not further reasonable 
discussion. His comparison of 
my support of the death penalty 
for the most heinous crimes 
(such as terrorism) to L’Italien’s 
support for abortion is unfound- 
ed. According to the Catholic 
Catechism on the death penalty 
“{lJegitimate public authority 
has the right and duty to inflict 
penalties commensurate with 
the gravity of the crime. The pri- 
mary scope of the penalty is to 
redress the disorder caused by

On taxes, time for town to do less, and to do it better 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am sure that many of us 
have different perspectives on 
what happened at Special Town 
Meeting, and what it means for 
us in the future. Personally 
speaking, my hope is that this is 
a turning point in our history, 
with us shifting from an old 
focus on growth to a new focus 
on providing value to the people 
who live in Andover. 

My wife and I have lived 
here now for 26 years, and hope 
to live here much longer. There 
have been many changes over 
the years, but always with the 
theme that growth is good. This 
has been one factor in more peo- 
ple living and working in 
Andover, more people working 
for the town of Andover, and 
every year being asked to 
approve budgets and taxes that 
are always bigger. 

It seems to me that at some 
point it will no longer be in our 
best interest to have more and 
more growth. I can easily imag- 
ine that if we grow 10 percent a 


year, it will not be long before 
we will end up with a town that 
we no longer appreciate. This 
would give us a town with a 
population three times what we 
have today, in just 12 more 
years. 

So I would like to see us have 
anew focus, other than growth. I 
would like to see us have a new 
focus on providing a high level 
of value to the townspeople. 

What do I mean by value? 
Value is basically what you get 
divided by what it costs you. 
What this means is that we 
should focus on trying to have 
residents feel like they get a very 
high level of services from the 
town, for a very low cost. It 
means having a dialogue on 
what town services the towns- 
people really value. It means 
doing the right things, but also 
being efficient and effective in 
how we spend our money. It 
probably means budgets that are 
lower and lower each year, as 
we cut out services and pro- 
grams that have very little or no 


benefit to the townspeople. It 
means streamlining our town 
processes, and bringing in pro- 


jects ahead of schedule and 


under cost. It means smaller 
town buildings rather than larger 
town buildings. It means not 
wasting money or supporting 
practices that are exorbitant. It 
probably means doing less, 
rather than more. And it means 
having tax bills that either stay 
the same or go down, as we con- 
tinually become more efficient 
at providing highly valued ser- 
vices. 

This might not sound feasi- 
ble, but I will point out that this 
happens almost every day in 
many businesses, some of 
which are located right here in 
Andover. This is what we do. 
Someone might say that this 
happens only in the business 
sector, and that town govern- 
ments have not figured out how 
to do this. 

Well, they should start.

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Will Mount St. Helens blow its stack? 


Mount St. Helens in Washington State is 
rumbling again. That gives scientists an ac- 
tive volcano in the United States to study 

Volcanologists and geologists watch for 
signs of changes within the body of the moun- 
tain. They look for signs that the sleeping vol- 
cano is waking up 

A volcano comes to life when pockets of 
hot molten rock called magma collect beneath 
the Earth's surface. The magma is made up of 
minerals from melted solid rocks and dissolved 
gases 

When gas forms in the magma, pressure 
builds inside the volcanic chambers. As pres 
sure increases, the magma rises and can flow 
out of the volcano. Sometimes, there is an ex 
plosion 

Volcanoes can erupt with either a flow or 
an explosion. The material coming out of the 
volcano can either be molten lava or hard 
rocks, ash, steam and gas 

After 123 years of sleep, Mount St 
Helens woke up on May 18, 1980 with an erup- 
tion. The explosion blew 1,300 feet off the 
top of the mountain peak. The temperature 
reached 660 degrees. The blast killed 57 
people in the surrounding areas and covered 
230 square miles with gritty volcanic ash 

After the 1980 eruption, Mount St 
Helens went back to sleep 

On Sept. 23 of this year, it started belch 
ing small amounts of steam and ash. Since then 
thousands of tiny earthquakes have shaken the 
mountain and several steam eruptions have 
occurred 

On Oct. 5 
new vents in the crater's floc 
exhaled a cloud of steam 
sprinkled grit on a small town 
A billowing dark gray cloud rose thousands of 
feet above the 8 364 feet high rim of Mount 
St. Helens’ crater 

The floor of the crater continues to | 
up, a sign that magma

Mr. Yu lived in Andover for 
the past eight years and died 
Tuesday, Nov. 23 at Lawrence 
General Hospital, from stomach 
cancer. 

Born on an island in Fukien, 
China, and a grandson of a rural 
minister of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church there, Mr. Yu 
graduated from Anglo-Chinese 
College and Union Theological 
Seminary in Fuzhou, Fukien. 

Before immigrating to 
Andover in 1996, he lived in 
China, Hong Kong, and Taiwan. 

He worked as minister of 
Evangelical Church in Fuzhou; 
civil servant in the Department 


of Treasury, Fukien province; 
interpreter for US Air Force in 
Taipei; and employee of several 
international trading companies. 

Mr. Yu attended Chinese 
Bible Church of Greater Lowell; 
enjoyed writing, painting, 
sculpting, playing ping-pong at 
Andover Senior Center; and vol- 
unteered in the Foster Grandpar- 
ent Program at South Lawrence 
East School of Lawrence. 

He was the widower of Chu-

the offense.” (Catechism of the 
Catholic Church, Part Three.) 
Abortion, on the other hand, is 
“non-negotiable” where inno- 
cent life is concerned. “Since the 
first century the Church has 
affirmed the moral evil of every 
procured abortion. This teaching 
has not changed and remains 
unchangeable. Direct abortion, 
that is to say, abortion willed 
either as an end or a means, is 
gravely contrary to the moral 
law...” (Id.) Political party affil- 
iations are supposed to be indis- 
tinguishable inside of Church, 
and it’s unfortunate that some 
wish to make this political spec- 
tacle. 

For the record, and as a life- 
long member of St. Augustine 
Parish, I support my Church. I 
agree with our pastor’s decisions 
as parish leader. His role requires 
him to stand up for everyone, not 
just the loudest, who wish to find 
sanctuary in a place that is sup- 
posed to be “Catholic” with cer- 
tain doctrines, rules and tradi- 


tions. I personally would like to 
see a uniform policy that encour- 
ages only those who fully 
embrace Catholicism to volun- 
teer for leadership roles 
(Eucharistic minister, teacher, 
lector, cantor, ministry leader) 
within the Church. To accept a 
leadership role while not believ- 
ing in that role seems hypocriti- 
cal in my view. There are other 
ways to participate. As a society 
at large, we expect other types of 
volunteers to accept the charita- 
ble organization’s mission; why 
should we expect any less in a 
religious context? I also believe 
that it is important to respect 
being a part of a parish commu- 
nity. This is a parish matter, and I 
am hopeful our Parish Council 
will deliberate on this matter 
without consideration of party 
politics or particular individuals, 
but with thoughtful and fair dis- 
cussion about our Catechism, 
leadership roles, and the 
advancement of the Catholic 
faith.

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Sharpening thinking — and No. 2 pencils 


Counselor: The updated Scholastic Aptitude Test, with essays, just requires preparation 


By Rita Savard 

For the first time since World War II, the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test is sharpening the 
focus on writing skills. 

Helping Andover students ease their 
worries over the revamped exam, Andover 
High School counselor Peggy Cain is offer- 
ing three words of advice: “Don’t be 
afraid!” 

Around 530 combined Andover sopho- 
mores and juniors who took the Prelimi- 
nary SAT in October will be the first to 
tackle the new SATs in March. Next Mon- 
day, Cain plans to meet with students and 
parents to discuss changes on the standard 
high school test, which can either make or 
break some college applications. 

“T think there is some misinformation 
out about the new SAT,” said Cain, who has 
worked at the high school for 25 years. 
“Listening to radio ads and test prep pro- 
motions can give the impression that the 
test is harder, but that just isn’t true.” 

Changes to the SAT are now more 
aligned with the academic curriculum, 
enhancing students’ familiarity with test 
questions, Cain said. Analogies have been 
eliminated from the content, while more 
reading passages and a writing portion are 
present. In addition, quantitative compar- 
isons have been removed from the math 
test, replaced with a stronger concentration 
in algebra. 

The scoring, which used to include just 
two components — verbal and math scores — 
now factors in critical reading, writing and 
math. The new portion of the test has raised 
the cumulative scoring from 1600 to 2400. 
The top score in any one area remains 800. 

“Students don’t do analogies as a part of 
the curriculum anymore,” Cain said. “Writ- 
ing is more prominent in terms of success 
in both college and business. The test now 
complements what students are already 
learning every day in the classroom.” 

According to Cain, the SAT has gone 
through changes over the years, such as in 
1996 when makers dropped the antonyms

could identify words that had the opposite 
meaning of one another. But the biggest 
change to date, said the school counselor, is 
the inclusion of a 25-minute essay-writing 
portion that has been absent from the 
requirements dating back to the 1940s. 
“Unlike the multiple-choice questions, 
the essay has a plus factor for students,” 
Cain said. “It gives them a chance to 
express their own ideas, which adds some 


value too.” 

The PSATs, which are essentially prac- 
tice exams, give sophomores and juniors 
multiple chances to prepare for the final 
SATs. Cain recommends that students take 
the exam twice during their junior year. 

In addition to being an Andover High 
counselor, Cain is a member of the College 
Board, a non-profit organization comprised 
of high schools and colleges that helps 
more than 3 million students by offering 
educational programs and services.

Traditionally, seniors who take their 
SATs in the fall, following pretests, have 
the best results. 

Test-score averages on the SAT vary by 
school location. This year’s nationwide sta- 
tistics from the College Board show 
schools earning 508 in the verbal section, 
and 518 in math. 

Cain said Andover’s students annually 
score above the national averages, achiev- 
ing 557 on the verbal exam and 580 on 
math in 2004. 

But she said an effective way for some 
students to relieve SAT jitters would be to 
attend the Dec. 6 meeting inside the Collins 
Center at 7 p.m. 

“It’s a good time for students and parents 
to figure out ways to polish skills and learn 
preparation techniques,” Cain said. “It will 
help students feel less anxious so they can 
perform better.”

_ Resident brings special tea parties to people’s homes

“Tea time” has been making a 
trendy comeback in urban settings, 
with more people getting together 
to enjoy cups of the caffeinated 
beverage. Now, an Andover resi- 
dent wants to bring lively tea par- 
ties to her town — with funky hats 
and spiked tea drinks, if the host 
prefers. 

“It’s not your grandmother’s tea 
party,” said Andover resident 
Krystal Hatchett . “We are trying 
to make tea available to everyone.” 

Hatchett has launched company 
called Teahaus with two of her 
friends, Dee Rodrigues and Ana 
Hale. 

Because Hatchett and 
Rodrigues model, they have limit- 


ed time to run a business. Their 
original idea, a tea cafe, was shot 
down because their careers would 
not allow them’ enough consistent 
time to run such a shop. They 
teamed with Hale, who handles the 
business side of their company 
and, together, they brewed the Tea- 
haus concept. 

What began as a Web site intro- 
ducing exotic tea flavors quickly 
turned into a business offering tea 
parties. 

But these are not your average 
tea parties, Hatchet explains. 

They offer parties for women 
only, men and women and even 
children — with decaffeinated teas. 

Basically, there are hundreds of 
ways to throw a tea party and Tea- 


haus is out to explore them all. 
The women see tea as appropri- 
ate of any setting, from bridal 
showers to kids’ birthday parties 
to holiday fiestas. Hatchet has 
had a few tea parties in her 
Andover home and says others can 
reap the health and social benefits 
of tea drinking. 

“I could definitely see it catch- 
ing on. I don’t think there is any- 
thing like that around,” she said. 
“These parties are nice ways to get 
people together.” 

The bulk of the Teahaus busi- 
ness comes from the people who 
decide to partner with the compa- 
ny and throw parties of their own, 
by becoming Teahaus consultants.

“They see how much we sell, 
and that triggers them,” Hatchett 
said. “You start with your friends 
and family. It’s just really word of 
mouth. Once they taste the tea, 
they are hooked.” 

The Teahaus gals are also avail- 
able to put on a parties. The 
believe their party-planning capa- 
bilities stir in nicely with a variety 
of warm beverages. 

Unisex tea parties with alco- 
holic beverages have become more 
and more popular. Tea and cham- 
pagne or tea and vodka are typical 
crowd pleasers, they said. 

“It makes the parties much 
more interesting,” Hatchett said. 

“So, why not?” added 
Rodrigues. 

But why should the grown ups 
have all the fun? Children’s parties 
come complete with feather boas, 
pink tea and party favors. There 
are also kid-approved flavors. 

“We try to cater to everyone, 
and bubble gum (flavor) is appeal- 
ing to children. And it is caffeine- 
free,’ Rodrigues said. 

Teahaus tea is also sold whole- 
sale to some of the upscale and 
trendy restaurants in Boston, such 
as 33 and Lucca, she Said.

ebrating his 41st birthday 

today and most likely would 

have been celebrating by play- 
ing hockey or coaching it. 

Instead, his brother, Andover police 
detective Charlie Heseltine, dropped 
the ceremonial first puck at a local 
hockey tournament last weekend held 
in honor of his late brother. 

A tragic car accident cut Scott’s life 
short back in 1982 when he was just 18 
and one of the three hockey-playing 
Heseltine boys from Argyle Street. 
Also killed in the crash was another 
Andover teen, Michael Darwin, who 
was good friends with Scott as they 
both attended Austin Preparatory 
School in Reading. 

It’s been 22 years since that car 
crash and longtime friends and rela- 
tives in town will never forget it. Every 
one of those years has remembered 
Scott with an annual hockey tourna- 
ment hosted by Andover Youth Hock- 
ey. Held at Phillips Academy rink, the 
three-day tournament attracted teams 
from eight communities, including 


Thanksgiving as the holiday season 
kicks off and families are typically 
making plans for get-togethers, the 
tournament is for local 7 and 8-year- 
old hockey players who are on the 
AHA’s Mite | team. 

Andover’s team won this year’s 
tournament (see sidebar story, below), 
but the smiles were bittersweet for the 
head coach as he grew up in town and 
skated with Scott in the late 1970s and 
early 1980s. 

“We were teammates in the learn- 
to-skate program and went up to the 
Bantams together. We were often on 
the same team and his father coached,” 
said Chris O’ Reilly of Andover. “This 
tournament has always been special for 
me and I have always gone.” 

O'Reilly was thrilled with his 
team’s victory in the only hockey tour- 
nament held in Andover. But this tour- 
nament is about much more than win- 
ning a hockey game. Its emotional side 
pulled at many heartstrings in the over- 
flowing bleachers.

Charlie and the locker room scene after 
the final game where his dad, George 
Heseltine Sr., shook each player's hand 
and presented them with a trophy. It 
was a scene reminiscent of the 20-plus 
years he coached hockey in Andover 
and was known for saluting good 
sportsmanship as well as those tough 
wrap-around goals. The elder Hesel- 
tine was a longtime town resident who 
moved to Maine last year. 

“The parents were just great. They 
are so supportive of this tournament, 
and me and my father and the rest of 
our family appreciate it,” said Charlie 
Heseltine, who also lives in Andover. 

He said the tournament is always 
emotional as many of Scott’s friends 
are now 40-something dads still in 
town with sons and daughters playing 
hockey. Last year, Charlie was the 
head coach of the Mite | team while 
O'Reilly is a longtime friend. 

“His late father, Dr. O'Reilly, used 
to take care of us and our parents were 
good friends,” Charlie Heseltine said. 

“Hockey... it’s a bond that lasts,” 
O'Reilly said simply. “My family still 
remembers those days.” 

Parent Gabrielle Nossiff of 
Andover. whose son Johnny has 
played in the tournament for the past 
two years, said parents are thrilled to 
be a part of the tournament. 

“It’s such a special youth hockey 
experience and spirited community 
event...the bleachers overflowed,” she 
said. “This was a group of boys 
pumped with passion and determina- 
tion to skate hard.” 

They sure did, as Andover won the 
championship game last Sunday with a 
3-2 score, making it the fifth time the 
Andover team has won the Heseltine 
Tournament in its 22-year history. This 
year’s team was considered an under- 
dog so the big win was even sweete! 

The memory of Scott Heseltine - 
who was nicknamed “Zambi” when he 
was 10-years-old and playing on a 
Squirt team because he fell on the ice a 
lot and reminded teammates of a Zam- 
boni - lives on in Andover.

Caution keeps the merry in season 
Tips for shoppers bidding online, buying gift cards 


Whether seeking hard-to-find 
gifts or simply avoiding the mall 
rush, ‘many people choose to 
give a gift card or to shop by way 
of online auction as alternatives 
to traditional holiday shopping. 
The following tips from the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau can help 
them have a positive experience 
this holiday season when bid- 
ding for an item or purchasing a 
gift card, says the BBB. 

“Auction fraud was the most 
prevalent internet scam reported 
to the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion in 2003, and recently certain 
gift cards have come under 
scrutiny for allegedly violating 
local consumer protection laws,” 
said Robert H. Williams, presi- 
dent and CEO of the Better 
Business Bureau serving eastern 
Mass., Maine and Vermont. 

“However,” he went on to say, 
“taking just a few precautions 
can help you avoid problems this 
season.” 

Purchasing a gift through an 
online auction requires caution 
before, during, and after the bid- 


ding. Some advice: 

¢ Check for the BBBOnline 
gold seal. This seal indicates that 
the site meets BBB Web Site 
Standards. Also check out the 
auction company with the BBB 
at www.bosbbb.org. 

¢ Check for privacy policies, 
security policies, and fraud pro- 
tection programs offered by the 


site. Find out what happens if 


something goes wrong with an 
auction. 

¢ Many online auction sites 
offer a feedback service where 
buyers post their experience with 
a certain seller. Positive feedback 
is not always a sure sign that you 
can trust a seller, however nega- 
tive feedback may be a sign that 
a seller is problematic. 

¢ Read an item’s description 
carefully. Bid with caution when 
you see phrases such as “refur- 
bished,” “used,” “damaged,” 
“discontinued,” “close out,” etc. 

* Get all questions answered 
before bidding. Retracting your 
bid may not be an option. 

¢ Decide a maximum price

¢ Obtain contact information 
from the seller beyond the e-mail 
address. Verify that a phone 
number or street address belongs 
to the seller. If you experience a 
problem with the seller, these 
forms of contact can be helpful. 

Choose a payment method 
that offers you the best protec- 
tion. Credit cards offer added 
protection for the buyer if prob- 
lems arise. If you use a Visa 
card, consider utilizing Verified 
by Visa, an anti-fraud technolo- 
gy that makes it more difficult 
for criminals or unauthorized 
users to make a transaction with 
a stolen card number. More than 
175,000 online merchants in the 
US have adopted this technolo- 
gy, making it one of the most 
widespread anti-fraud technolo- 
gies on the internet. 

* Personal checks might be 
another option when dealing 
with a reputable seller. Cashier’s 
check and money orders are dif- 
ficult or impossible to track. 
Cash is not a safe method of 
payment and should never be 
used. 

* Consider an online payment 
service, which allows users to set 
up accounts with their credit or 
debit cards. The service, not the 
buyer, maintains your account 
information, which provides 
added protection. 

Gift cards are another option 
this holiday season, but not all 
cards are the same. Get the facts 
before choosing a card, and pass 
them on to the person you give 
the card to. 

Before puchasing a gift card, 
always ask questions such as the 
following: 

* Is there a monthly fee? 

* After how many months 
will the fee kick in? 

* Are there additional fees 
when buying the card online or 
over the phone? 

* When does the card expire? 

* Can the recipient reactivate 
the card? 

* Is there an additional fee to 
open the card? 

* Where can the recipient use 
this card? 

You should also consider 
which card makes the most 
sense for the recipient, a store 
card or a gift debit card. 

* Many individual store gift 
cards have no fees and may 
expire after several years (if at all 
in some states), but are limited to 
specific stores.
